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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
James Eller (Reg. #39,538) on August 9, 2004. 

11. (Amended) An array substrate for a transflective liquid crystal display device, the 
substrate comprising: 

a gate line and a data line defining a pixel region by crossing each other; 

a switching element at a crossing portion of the gate line and the data line; 

a first passivation layer covering the switching element and the data line, the first 
passivation layer being formed of an inorganic insulating material; 

a reflective electrode on and directly contacting the first passivation layer, the reflective 
electrode including a transmission hole; 

a second passivation layer on an upper surface of the reflective electrode, the second 
passivation layer being formed of organic insulating material and patterned to expose a part of 
the switching element; and 

a transparent pixel electrode on and directly contacting the second passivation layer, the 
pixel electrode being formed in the pixel region and contacting the exposed part of the switching 
element. 
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Drawings 

Amended drawing sheets were received on February 3, 2004. These drawings are 
unacceptable. As requested by Applicant, the original drawings filed December 28, 2001 will be 
used in lieu of the amended drawing sheets. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 1-20 are allowed. 

In regards to claim 1 1, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does not disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations including a second passivation layer on an upper surface of the 
reflective electrode. Note that Figures 10 and 1 1 of US Pat 6,501,519 disclose all the claim 
limitations except that the second passivation layer 134 is on a lower surface of the reflective 
electrode 118. 

In regards to claim 16, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does not disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations including forming a second passivation layer on the reflective 
electrode.
